He 
took the id ea to Dr. Calmette, of 
Paris, who, after ex perimen ts, 
selected cobra ven om an d was able 
to isolate the n eurotox ic elemen t 
in practically pure form, an d on 
usin g it on patien ts with pain ful 
affliction s, he foun d th at it stopped 
the pain in a large n umber of 
cases. 
Used fo r Arthritis 
Now cobra ven om is procurable 
at y our corn er d rug store, put up 
in sterile ampoules read y to use. 
I kn ow a woman who was miser­ 
able with arthritis for y ears who 
takes cobra ven om regularly three 
times a week, an d while it has n ot 
chan ged the stiffn ess of the join ts, 
it baa mad * bio ecmfortable an d 
bearable for her. 
It may take a good d eal of cour­ 
age on the p a rt of y our d octor to 
tell y ou he in ten d s to shoot cobra 
ven om in to y ou an d it may startle 
an d frighten y ou at first. But as 
a matter of ex perien ce, there are 
few d isagreeable reaction s. 
In most cases it prod uces n o 
sy mptoms whatever ex cept that in 
a few d ay s y our pain gets better. 
An d it has great ad van tages over 
other pain killers such as aspirin 
an d morphin e, which sometimes 
have to be used but which require 
larger an d larger d oses to be effec­ 
tive an d cause d isagreeable sid e 
effects, such as con stipation an d 
n ausea. Cobra ven om can be used 
in an y ease of prolon ged , in tract­ 
able pain . 
Use o f Bee Ven om 
Ano ther accidental o bserv atio n 
led to the emplo y ment o f ano ther 
v eno m—bee v eno m. So me do cto r 


with on e of those min d s that keeps 
relatin g up un related thin gs foun d 
th at bee keepers n ever got arth ri­ 
tis; an d they were alway s bein g 
stun g by bees. So he put these to­ 
gether an d the result is we have 
the bee ven om treatm en t for a r­ 
thritis. Again , it is on ly a pain 
killer—it d oes n ot chan ge the bon y 
d eposits in the join ts. But relief 
from pain is about the most im­ 
portan t thin g the arthritis patien t 
craves. 
You can also get bee ven om at 
the corn er d rug store. The d osage 
is ten bee stin gs. I d on ’t kn ow how 
big the bees are that make up the 
ten stin gs, n or how* much ven om 
they throw in per stin g. But there 
y ou are. 
The problem of the patien t writh 
severe regular pain is on e which 
troubles phy sician s con stan tly . No 
on e likes to prescribe the sovereign 
pain killer, morphin e, ex cept for 
a sin gle or at most three or four 
d oses. Aspirin helps some cases if 
given in large quan tities. 
I have a frien d who last y ear 
had a pain aroun d on e rib that 
n early d rove him crazy all sum­ 
mer an d n o cause for it could ever 
be foun d . Bee ven om fin ally fix ed 
him up. 
There are other method s of 
treatin g pain if cobra an d bee 
ven om iail—on e is the use of vita­ 
min B, an d liver ex tract in the 
vein , an other the ex posure of the 
region of the spin al gan glia to 
X-ray .
